MACKAY'S STATEMENT.—With reference 


to the rumoia that John W. Mackay and 
J. C. Flood, individually and as princi- 
pal owners of the Nevada Bank, have 
lost heavily in the late wheat deal, Mr 
Maokay is reported in an evening paper 
in San Francisco as saying: " The Ne- 
vada Bank is not in any way crippled 
by the wheat deal, which I am told has 
been raising such ructions out here. 
Neither Mr. Flood nor myself, and \ve 
two own the Nevada Bank, have ever in 
our lives had one dollar invested in 
wheat speculations. 
It is true, however, 


that we have loaned our money npon 
wheat, and if the parties to whom we 
loaned this money should not be able to 
pay it back, we shall have to stand the 
loss." 


AN EAEHEST WOBKEE.—Since January 


4th, this year, Judge Bigelow has held 
Court in Woshoe county 59 days and 
has heard and finally disposed of 43 
cases in -which legal issue was joined, 
besides hearing and disposing of a mnl 
tiplieity of interlocutory proceedings 
effecting cases in which the main issues 
are yet to determine. One of the cases 
was a murder case, lasting eight days, 
and several civil cases lasting from two 
to five days each. If the other four 
counties included in Judge Bigelow's 
circuit furnish an equal amount of busi- 
ness, the Judge will have but precious 
little time be can call his own in the 
next four years.

bune says: Bob Christy, the famous 
bootblack, has a historical chair. The 
sitting part was brought across the 
plains in '49 and the other woodwork is 
from the ship Niantic, that was beached 
on Clay street, San Francisco, and over 
the timbers of which the Niantic hotel 
stood until somewhere about 1855. 
The stand was the first ever set up in 
San Francisco, and ia it have sut gome 
of the most notable men of the Pacific 
Coast. It used to cost half a dollar to 
have boots polished in those days, and 
many a bootblack, notably one, a 
Frenchman, made fortunes at the busi- 
ness. The man referred to was aohem- 
ish by profession; bought property on 
Kearney street, and died a millionaire.
